‘ der’d the Troops that were pofted in Acqui and 
“ Alexandria to follow him,and commanded General 
* Medavi to fall upon the Rear of the Imperialifts, 
* while he fhould attack them in Front: And we are 
‘ inform’d there has happen’d a {mart Action, in 
“ which the Imperialifts loft a great many Men; but 
* that notwithftanding they are gone forwards, and 
* are actually purfued by the French Cavalry. 
’ Paris, Nov. 2. We have Advice from Italy, that 
the D. haying on the 20th Oc. put 
Troo o Cafal, till the Militia of the Country 
thould abe drawn together, and his Bridges over the 
Po and the Secchia being age and the Difpofitions 
being made for marching 
he receiv’d Advice from the Prince of Vaudemont, 
that General Staremberg had detach’d 3000 Horfe to 
joyn the Duke of Savoy ; whereupon the Duke of 
Vendome march’d with a Detachment to meet the 


Imperialifts and give them Battle. So that we ex-

Italy. 
Paris, Nov. 5. An Exprefs is arriv’d here from the 
Duke of Vendome, bringing Advice that the Impe- 
fialifts detach’d by Count Staremberg, in number 
above 2000 all Horfe, being inform’d that the Count 


‘de Medavi was marching with a Body of Men to 


meet thet in the Parmefan, took anorher Route, and 
inftead of paffing through the Dutchy.of Piacenza, 


Norwithftanding which they were met by the Duke 


“of Vendome on the 26th of October in the Morning, 


near Scrravalle, within 7 Leagues of Genoa. The 
Duke had with him a Detachment of Horfe, with a 
Battaltion of Irith and 18 Companies of Grenadiers. 
He chare’d the Enemy with fo much Vigour, that 
after a Difpute of a quarter of an Hour, he put them 
into Cenfufion, and-was in purfuit of thofe that fled 
when the Exprefs came away. "Tis faid our Men 
took 500 Prifoners, ard kil'd a like number of the 
Enemy, with no more lofs than of 70 kill'd or 
wounded. 

Paris, November 6. The Chevalier de Montandre 
brought the King the News of the Action that pafs'd 
pear Serravalle on the 26th of laft Month. The moft 
‘certain Particulars we can gather from among the 
feveral Relations given, of ir, are thefe. General 
Staremberg having Advice that the Count de Me- 
davi had Orders to fullow the Duke of Vendome to

Piemont, and judging it to be of great Importance 
to Succour the Duke of Savoy, madé Teveral Feintes 
to keep the Body of Troops on the Secchia in Alarm,

Dutchy of Piacenza. This Detachment had the good 
Fortune to pafs a confiderable way without Molefta- 


tion ; taking feveral Pofts which our Men quit- 
ted precipitately. But the Prince of Vaudemont 
having fent Advice to the Duke of Vendome of this 
March of the Enemies, the Duke took fpeedy care to 
ftop them, by difpofing Troops wh the Avenues and 
e ient a Detachment to Alexandria, 
which had Orders to extend themfelves along the 
Bormia as far as Acqui, to oppofe the Imperialifts 
with 
other Troops towards Tortone: The Enemy bein 
inform’d of our Motions, made a Countermarch fo 
feafonably that they avoided being furrounded, but 


apprehending the Count de Medavi would foon be 


at their Heels, they made no delay but charg’d our 


Squadrons. The Fire was very finart on both fides, 


bur the Difpute did not hold long, for the Imperialifts 
avoided an unequalEngagement,znd made off as. faft 
as their Horfes could carry them towards Afti: Our 


‘Men purfued them, and we fhall know’ the Iffue by 


the next Advices. We reckon the Number of the 
Slain is pretty equal on’ both fides, but ours Rave 
taken fome Prifoners. "Tis {aid thcit Leader General 
Vifconti is wounded. 

From the Frontiers of Switzerland, Nov. 6. 
Courier expected laft from Turin is nor yet arriv’d ; 
fo that we have nothing further relating to the Action 
pafs’d at Serravalle.

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French, he ftruck off into the Territories of Genoa, 
and having rallied his Men together at Campo, took 
his March over the Frontiers of the Country of Nizza 
and the Marquifate of Saluzza, and got fafe into 
Picmont.
